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IMPORTANT  I  INFORMATION  FOR  WATERFOWL  HUNTERS - 1931. 


An  amendment  to  the  Federal  migratory-bird  treaty-act- 
regulations,  approved  on  August  25,  1931,  by  President  Hoover 
and  effective  from  that  date,  limits  the  open  season  for  wild 
ducks  (except  wood  duck  -  and  eider  ducks,  which  have  no  open 
season  at  any  time  of  the  year);  wild  geese  (except  Ross’s  goose 
and  cackling  goose,  which  have  no  open  season  at  any  time  of  the 
year);  bran't;  and  coot  (mud-hen),  in  the  entire  States  of  Idaho 
and  Montana,  to  the  month  of  October  ONLY,  the  season  to  open 
at  12  o’clock  noon  on  October  1,  1931,  and  to  close  at  sunset  on 
October  31,  1931,  within  the  States  above  named.. 

A  second  amendment  to  the  Federal  migratory-bird  troaty-a.ct 
regulations,  approved  on  September  12,  1931,  by  President  Hoover 
and  effective  from  that  date,  limits  tho  open  soa.son  for  waterfowl 
and  coot,  as  named  above,  in  the  States  of  Washington  and  Oregon 
to  the  period  from  12  o’clock  noon  on  November  16,  1931  to  sunset 
on  Dccomber  15,  1931, ONLY. 
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
